THE BUCKEYE STATE. 


Low Living and High Land Prices— 
Reno's Doubie in the Center of 
Ohio, 


Correspondence. 
AsH.Lanp, Obio, May 23. 

The livery business in this country 
would make Tom Hymers and Nels 
Hammond call acaucus. When we 
reached Mansfield I asked a stable 
man what he would drive us to Ash- 
land for. It is 14 miles, and I ex- 
pected he would want about ten dol- 
lars. He said he couldn't do it for 
less than three and a half or four dol- 
lars. Sioce then I had a horse and 
buggy three or four hours, and when 
I paid the bill, the man, after study- 
ing his watch quite a while, said it 
would be a dollar and a quarter. I 
drove a fine team 23 miles yesterday 
and paid two dollars and a half for it. 

We are having fine weather now, 
but they tell big stories about the 
hard winter they had. One man said 
it froze people's feet to the sidewalk 
when they were walking along. Au- 
other said it froze the blaze on a can- 
dle so they could not blow it out. We 
have had some bot weather that has 
been very trying to everybody. When 
it is hot here there are no cool places 
atall. The air gets heated and carries 
the warmth into all the shady places. 
It is not so in Nevada. The air there 
does not seem to hold the heat, and if 
one gets out of the sun it is not op- 
pressive. 

I fiod that my boyish conceptions 
of distances were greatly exaggerated. 
This whole country bas shrunk amaz- 
ingly since I chased rabbits and gath- 
ered hickory nuts here twenty-five 
years ago. I saw a covered bridge 
across a little stream yesterday that 
used to be a most imposing structure. 
I really thought that bridge would 
figure in history. I stepped it yester- 
day. and it cannot be over 50 feet 
long. Everything else is the same 
way. The bills I used to coast on have 
dwindled away; the fields have been 
divided, and the distance between 
places have got proportionately small. 

Ashiand is a place very much like 
Revo. It is just about the same size 
and does something like the same bus- 
iness. It is in the heart of a fine ag- 
ricultural county, which has improved 
greatly of late years. The farmers 
use bone dust and other fertilizers and 
sub-drain their ground, and it pro- 
duces better crops every year. Land 
is now held at from seventy-five to a 
hundred and twenty-five dollars per 
acre, and not the best land in the 
State either. Much of it is a heavy 
clay where there used to be frequent 
failures of crops, but. with improved 
methods there are no failures now, 
aod the man who has a hundred and 
sixty acres of land is fixed for life. 
Nearly all the farmers are rich and 
have money toloan. There are hun- 
dreds of elegant houses in the county 
costing five and six thousand doliars 
apiece. While the farmers have been 
getting rich themselves they have en- 
riched the business men of Ashland 
with their trade. All who have stuck 
close to their work have become well 
off, and have fine brick stores and 
handsome residences to show for it. 
While they have done well, they might 
do much better, for their field has 
grown coustantly smaller. Large | so 
towns have grown up on all sides, 
fourteen and fifteen miles away, and 
they have built mills and warehouses 
that could pay a cent or two more a 
bushel for wheat than anyone here. 
This bas taken trade away and left 
only a few miles square for Ashland 
to draw from. 

I mention these things because I 


think it is very important for our peo- | 


ple to see what can be done in Reno. 

If we could build the big ditch north 
of the river it would double the farm- 

ng land of our county and make a 
sure and lasting trade for the 17
